NEARLY DRY 


Great Ashokan Basin In Catskills, De- 


signed To Hold 130,000,000,000 
Gallons Of Water, Virtually Empty, 
Due To Subterranean Cracks. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—(By the Associated Press.) — 


The New York water supply is seriously threatened by sub- 
terranean cracks which are slowly draining the $160,000.000 
Ashokan reservoir in the Catskill mountains, the New York 
Tribune says today. The reservoir is twelve miles long and 
three miles wide. 


A recent survey, it says, supports 


the theory that millions of .gallons 
•of from the huge basin are seep- 
ing away through the veins, and. 
thence to the surface again in ad- 
jacent water courses. 
The reservoir, described as rival- 


ling the Panama caiial as an engi- 
neering 
achievement. 
Is virtually 


empty. 
There hns been no lack 


of min. however, and food streams 
are flush from hank to bank.

tion of former Governor Bryan. 


Mr. Cochran has been state en- 


gineer for nearly 4 years, serving- 
under both Bryan 
and McMullen. 


He is familiar with the highway 
construction activities carried' on in 
both administrations. 
The 
1924 


program, under Bryan, amounted to 
$4,QOO,000, according to State En- 
gineer Cochran. 
This year, under 


McMullen, about $5,000,000 is being 
spent. It thus appears tha t four- 
fifths as much work was done dur- 
ing the last year of Bryan's term as 
in the second 
year of McMullen's, 


although Bryan had no gasoline tax 
revenue to spend. 


The first extensive graveling of 


state highways 
was 
done while 


Bryan was governor, and over 1,000 
. miles of other roads- were brought 
to permanent grade at ftint time. 
Much-of the graveling for which 
Governor McMullen claims credit 
could not have been done except for

State Engineer'* Testimony. 


In order to get the * truth as to 


how much highway work was done 
during the 
Bryan a'dministration, 


Editor Mark 
W. Murray 
of -the 


Fender Times 
wrote to the state 


engineer's office at Lincoln asking 
for the facts, and Mr. Cochran fur- 
nished the information to him as 
follows, under date of October 28, 
1924:"Dear Sir—The last legislature 
(1923 session) appropriated $1,500,- 
000 to meet federal aid for road 
construction. 
Of 
this 
amount 


practically 
$1,250,000, plus a like 


amount of federal aid, has been 
placed under construction, the most 
of this work having been awarded 
In months of February and April 
this year 
(1924, 
during Bryan's 


term). 
"In addition le 
hftvlng' appro- 
priated ?1,500,0«0, the 
legislature, 


realizing that tliere was a surplus 
of federal aid, provided in the gen- 
eral appropriation bill that counties 
could meet surplus federal aid. As 
a result of this and the willingness 
on the part of a great many coun- 
ties to meet federal aid, practically 
$1,500,000 woi;th of county federal 
aid work has been placed under con- 
struction so that the total amount 
of work placed under contract dur- 
ing the present year (1924) is in 
round nupibers $4,000,000, and, as 
stated above, the most of this work 
was contracted in the spring of 1924. 
However, a considerable number of 
contracts have 
been awarded at 


various times since April. 


Work Done All Over State.

Wynes and A. K. Wekenborg. cell 
house guards, and after securing -\ 
pistol from Wynes leaped through 
a window to a corridor leading to 
the tuberculosis hospital. Here they 
attacked J. L. Freeman, .another 
guard, who was stabbed'in 
the 


shoulder, before the convicts ob- 
tained his pistol. A negro trusty, 
who tried to aid 
Freeman, 
was 


stabbed after he knocked one of 
the men dp^wn with a chair. 


Open Fire on Guards. 


The prisoners then opened flre 


on other guards'and trusties who

up their loot and getting *ut.

tempted :to spoil that part of the 
stock of- the store that they, did no' 
want by -throwing the articles on 
the floor and trampling on them 
County Sheriff Tom Roberts, who 
investigated the robbery, said the 
interior of xthe-store looked like a 
hurrlcari'e had struck it. . 


Employes .of the store were stll 


working • Sunday gathering up and 
sorting the-artlcles that were scat- 
tered around over the building. Al- 
though a complete invoice had no' 
been made/it was estimated that 
.the loss would total at least *2,000 


The burglars were -experienced 


and.. knew 
exactly 
what 
the> 


wanted. Sheriff Roberts isiid. The;, 
hauled many bolts of dress goods 
from the shelves but only took the 
best grades of silk. They sorted .the 
sweater stock, taking 
only, the 


woolen sweaters and 'leaving the 
cotton ones. They went through the 
shoe stock and glove stock, taking 
only the articles of the 
highest 


quality, throwing the others on the 
floor. 
' 
That, the burglars worked leis- 


urely wa^ indicated by the fact that 
the remains of food, part of which 
they- had eaten, were strewn, on the 
floor. Several cigar subs were 
found. These were -identified 
as 


having been taken from the store's 
'stock. . ' ' ' . . 


The thieves were apparently little 


airaid'of being interrupted in their 
work, for they used a big jug to 
crash in the glass of the front door, 
through which -they made their en- 
trance. However, evidence that thc> 
had stationed a guard who 
-was 


prepared to shoot it out wtih any 
intruder, was found in an empty 
S8 caliber revolver shell box which 
lay in front of the store. Two auto- 
mobiles, which were backed up to 
the rear door, were used to haul 
away the loot. 


Sixth Store Robbery. 


The Rising City robbery was the 


last of a series of six store rob- 
beries that have occurred within a 
radius of 100 miles of Lincoln with- 
in the last week. Beginning a week 
ago Sunday one store was robbed 
every night of the week up to Fri- 
day. 


In. almost every instance between 


one and two thousand dollars worth 
of merchandise has 
been 
taken 


The robbers have worked in prac- 
tically the same manner in every 
case. Always 
they have selected 


small towns of not more than two 
or three hundred population. 
Practically rip headway has been 


made by either state or county of- 
ficers In tracing down the gang. It 
is the opinion of the state sheriff 
that the raids are being made bj 
men who come into Nebraska from 
Kansas.

cers have come is in the arrest of

SUNDAY THEATERS. 


Th-re are both moral and commercial considera- 


tions, which should impel the people of Lincoln to 
look favorably on the proposal for Sunday theaters, 
which comes before the voters at the regular elec- 


tion, Tuesday, November 2. 


It has been a matter of pride and gratification that 


we have made the rapid progress which has been re- 
corded in the last ten years. This development has 
taken place quietly and without much noise but it is 
observable in many directions. For the first time in 
many years it has given Lincoln adequate hotel facil- 
ities. It has resulted in a very appreciable improve- 
ment and extension of the business districts. It ha> 
nearly doubled the residential sections. 
_ 


Growth in a community entails its responsibilities. 
For years we labored under the handicap of in- 


adequate hotel facilities. 
A long campaign finally 


resulted Jn the investment of more than $2,000.000 in 
new hostelries. We wanted these hotels': we fought 
for them. Now what are we going to do to make 
them a success? Sunday theaters would attract hun- 
dreds of Nebraskans to the state capital. They would 
patronize the hotels and restaurants, and make cer- 
tain the success of these new enterprises. 


Lincoln is the hub of a network of permanent roads 


leading in every direction to every section of Ne- 
braska. The people living in the towns, and cities 
within a few. hundred miles o£ Lincoln have more 
than a. passing interest in this city. It is the home 
of their state capitol. It is the home of the universi- 
ty where thousands of their boys and their girls 
attend school. They have spent millions upon their 
roads to make Lincoln easily accessible bv automo- 
bile In all seasons of the year. What are we doing to 
provide them entertainment when they visit Lincoln? 
"What have we to offer them to occupy their hours? 
Tncy eeme here for lec-realion, foi diversion, for en- 
tertainment. 


Lincoln commercial interests are adversely affect- 


ed by our restricted policy in 
still 
another way. 


Among the commercial traveler^ this city is known' 
as a "four day town." It is the common practice 
among traveling men to leave Lincoln Saturday even 
although their business is unfinished, and to spend 
the week-end in some other place. Lincoln should 
have the privilege of being a seven-day town the 
same as other cities. If Sunday theaters receive ap- 
proval at the election November 2, hundreds o£ 
visitors who go elsewhere will remain in this city 
over the week-end. 


On the moral side, it may safely be said that inhi- 


bitions upon Sunday amusements will not drive peo- 
ple Into churches. It has been the universal experi- 
ence of those cities and towns which permit Sunday 
theaters, that church attendance is not diminished by 
the presence of Sunday amusements. Those who de- 
sire to attend church continue to do so. Those who 
are not church attendants before are not affected. 


In this day and age, people—especially young peo- 


ple, and there are thousands of them in Lincoln- 
seek amusement. We have greater material wealth. 
We have more time for leisure than our fathers and 
mothers who 
struggled -valiantly for a livelihood. 


There Is now widespread use of the automobile, with 
the marked change which it has effected in the so- 
cial life of the people. Distance to a certain degree, 
has been annihilated. It is only a matter of hours to 
reach points which formerly required days of travel 
This is the era in which our boys and our girls live, 
without the restrictions and limitations of boyhood 
and girlhood a quarter of a century ago. It is fool- 
ish to argue that this change has not affected us 
profoundly. It has. 
It has remoulded our thoughts 


and our habits. The Sunday of yesterday is not the 
Sabbath of 1926. Indulging in the exciting diversions 
which many times carry the young people far from 
the restraining influences of home, is not always safe 
for the young people. Parents and others 'who hove 
given, serious thought to this phase of the question 
are strong supporters of Sunday theaters and believe 
in constructive amusements. 


Our refusal to take note of the changed social or; 


tier has sent hundreds of boys and girls to the se- 
cluded highways of the countryside. They are not 
bad boys and they are not bad girls. They are simply 
-fun-loving normal youngsters. 
The'- should not be 


driven out of town to find entertainment. They would 
not have gone had they been able to find 
amuse- 


ment at home. Shall prejudice, which survives from 
a day -when people stayed at home in many instances 
because they had to, blind us to a new condition 
which challenges our attention? 


NO ANSWER AT ALL. 


Governor McMullen's answer _to the challenge of 


his rival—Charles TT. Bryan—for a showdown on the 
question of state finances is no answer at all. 


The governor -wants the records to tell the story. 
They Jo tell it as they should tell it. But they tell 


an entirely different story than the friends of Mr. 
JilcMullen would have it. They show, for example, 
there is an overdraft in the general fund of more than 
$2,600,000. That la in sharp contrast to the amus- 
ingly, silly contention of the principal newspaper ad- 
vocate of Governor Mcilullen that there is no over- 
draft. 
' ""' 


The. records of the state treasury also fix responsi- 


bility for this overdraft- They reveal that the heavy 
expenditures during Governor McMullen's term in of- 
fice created it very largefy. It is a responsibility 
which the governor should not attempt to evade. No 
one has suggested the money was illegally or illegiti- 
mately spent. It -went for purposes of government in- 
tended to help in the development of Nebraska. 


When Governor 
MoMullen attempts to shift re- 


, sponslfclllty to ex-Governor Bryan, he cannot fall 


back upon the records to substantiate him. Ho'can 
only r«ly upon the confused state of the public mind, 
and the Memlng Impossibility to get a clear, com- 
prehensive statement with reference to state fir.cxnce.5 
from those wh,o by their official position «djild speak 
with authority.

SHOWING THE NEIGHBORLY SPIRIT; 


It 1« ari un.i.smil and striking -tribute that the fel- 


low townmiipn of Floyd L. Bollen at Friend have paid 
him in publishing the page advertisement over their 
respective signatures, which appeared In The Sunday 
Star, indorsing his candidacy for state railway com- 
missioner. That kind of testimonial, coming1 from 
members of hot), political purt'ies and from all in- 
tcrcoto and elements of his home community. Is one 
in which any man might well take pride. 


Nebraskans jrenerally will receive a very favorable 


impression of Mr. Boilen's business capacity nnd his 
fitness for the important state office to which he has 
been nominated, through the publicity thus given hU 
cc.:!tiidacy. 
Such a spontaneous expression by the 


people amo- 
whom he has lived, and who know him 


best from poisonal contact, will enable other people 
who do not possess his acquaintance to judge the 
calibre of tl}p man. It goes without saying that an 
unworthy candidate could not 
command virtually 


unanimous support in tiie locality of his residence, 
like that which the people of Friend are giving to 
Mr. Bollen. 


How his fellow citizens there' feel toward him is 


concisely voicsd in an editorial" paragraph from the 
Friend Telegraph, a republican 
newspaper, whose 


editor has laid aside partisanship and joins in the 
plea for his election. 
Says the Telegraph: 


"Friend has a candidate for a state office this 
year in the person of Floyd L. Bollen, on the demo- 
crat ticket for state railway commissioner. Mr. Bol- 
len has the natural ability and the education to make 
him an ideal man for this important office. We are 
not so hidebound that we cannot see a good man of 
the opposite political faith, and are therefore giving 
Mr. Bollen our hearty endorsement and support." 


The character and qualifications of \Mr. Bollen are 


not entirely unknown to Nebraska voters in general.

votes as President Coolidge did at the head of tin 
victorious ticket. 


There Ought to be a tremendous majority for-Bollen 


at the coining election, and if advance indications 
signify anything there will be. The people of Ne- 
braska are looking for just such a high type man as' 
his neighbors at Friend say he is. to fill the existing 
vacancy on the railway commission. 


ARCHITECTUAL LEADERSHIP. 


The distinguished architect, Ralph Adams Cram, 


comes to the front with a spirited defense of Ameri- 
can architecture as against that of Europe. He as- 
serts the inferiority "complex in this field which is 
found very generally throughout the country has no 
foundation in real fact. 
We have been so E.-CU-- 


tomed to speaking of Europe's architectual achieve- 
ments with awe and reverence, that by contrast we 
have belittled that which has been accomplished in 
this country. 


In two district branches, American architecture has 


made great strides and is impressively superior to 
that of Europe. The type of business buildings and 
country homes which have been developed in Ameri • 
ca has given leadership to this country. Mr. Cram, 
who has devoted his life to ecclesiastical architecture 
says his recent visit to the modern churches of Eur- 
ope has convinced him there are thirty or 
forty 


churches in this country of higher merit than their 
counterpart in Europe. 


With her great -wealth, America should have little 


trouble in extending lujr leadership to other fields of 
architecture. 
The architect's is at best an expen-? 


sive art, which flourishes best when it is not re- 
stricted by financial. limitations. 
The abundance or 


wealth here has given American architects full op- 
portunity to develop their genius. 


MARINES TO GUARD THE MAILS. 


It is a nice commentary on American civilization 


that 2,500 members of the 
marine 
corps must be 


mustered into the service of protecting the mails. 
Smacks of the old "days, when guards were provided 
for the stage coach, to protect mails and passengers 
against road agents and bandit gangs. 


Nevertheless, the decision lot the postoffice de- 


partment to put marines' on guard of the mails will 
probably prove efficient. 
A few dead bandits and 


the temptation to loot a mail train will not be so 
great. That's the very efficient method they used in 
the days of the stage coach.

INCREASING HEIGHT AFTER GROWTH. 


"Mrs. N. feetids me a booklet of advertisements of a certain s.\stem »f 


physical culture which vlt is claimed will increase the height several 
Inches, it necessary/ after full growth. She .wants to know if it is true 
that 1 recommend this system, as the booklet says, for she wants to try 
it if that is so/as she is toe short. 
\,

On reading the booklet. I find that a statement is made us follows: 
"This method ia based upon the principles as advocated for the purpose 
by some of the world's most eminent health authorities and specialists." 
Then follows my name among somesothers. You will notice that it did 
not say that we recommended their system, but there Is no doubt that the 
advertisers know how carelessly people read and they wr.nl to give the 
Impression that we did. 
This is absolutely false, as far as I am concerned, amd my name has 


been used without my knowledge. I do not know their system nor would 
[ give" the impression that any physical culture system could increase the 
height several inches after growth, for it is not true. It is possible that 
jxercises which keep the spine and joints supple and the muscles devel- 
oped, may develop slightly the cartilages between the segments of the 
spine, as it would the muscles and other tissues, but to say the height 
would be increased several inches, or even one inch, I believe is holding 
jut too much hope. It' one is stooped over, the correct erect posture will 
idd to the apparent height, and this, coupled with exercises to keep ths 
'igaments and muscles strong to hold the correct. posture, is all that could 
be promised. 
Before the growth impulse is stopped, say before 21, proper exer- 


cises coupled with a diet which will supply all the growth and energy 
needs, will stimulate to better development in every way. There is no 
doubt that correct diet especially has to do with height as well as gen- 
eral development otherwise, even though the inherited characteristic for 
height might be shortness. For instance, we know that the Japanese 
children bom in this country are much taller than those born in Japan, 
and we believe it is due to the better diet. 


There was at one time a fake apparatus on the market for stretchinj, 


the spine. In one of the issues of a magazine published by the American 
Medical association for the layman, was a column entitled "The Great- 
sst Fake I Ever Fell For."

Is the present state superintendent 
discriminating against -women? 
For the first time in n.any years 


there are no- women in executive 
positions in the office of the state 
superintendent of public instruc- 
tion. Under previous administra- 
tions 
Nebraska's great 
teaching 


body 
of women 
have 
received 


recognition and appreciation by the 
appointment of women to important 
executive positions, including that 
of deputy, at the same salary paid 
to men holding- similar places on the 
staff in the office of the state sup- 
erintendent. 
The constitutional convention in 


1920 . Increased the salary of 
the 
state superintendent from $2,000 to 
$5,000 per year and provided a large 
appropriation 
for salaries 
a n d 


Res. In the fixing ot salaries the 


present state superintendent dis- 
criminated against the two women 
executives on his staff. Miss Cora 
A. Thompson and 
Miss L,ulu 
S. 


Wolford, by paying them from $230 
to 5750 per year less than he paid 
the men in similar position. Death 
removed the very 
efficient: Miss' 


Thompson in 1922 and Miss "VVol- 
ford. resigned In Autrust 1925, after 
having served • acceptably 
under 


three administrations, because of 


this continued policy of discrimina- 
tion on the part of the present state 
superintendent. 
Statistics compiled in the office of 
the state superintendent show that 
85 per cent of the teaching force of 
the state is composed of women, a 
ratio ot six women to one man.

Condition* For Aviation. 
(Kansas City Star.) 


Commercial use of the 
air in 
America has not yet emerged from, 
the' pioneer stage. That. In good* 
part, is due to the fact the Ameri- 
can people have 
not accustomed 
themselves to 
the 
new form of 
transportation in this country; yet 
it is said that 70 per cent of the 
persons using the cross-channel air 
service from London to Paris ar* 
Americana. • 


But that popular support of civil 
aviation will come in the United 
State seems hardly subject to ques- 
tion. Passenger carrying lines are 


slow in development, although therp 
there has been, this year, a remark- 
able expansion in air mail lines. A 
service which at the beginning of 
the year covered only three thous- 
and miles now has been extended 
over a total of nine thousand miles, 
and plans already formed call for 
an addition of four thousand to five 
thousand miles. 


It is evident, therefore, that ths 
surest -way for this country to place 
commercial use of the airplane on a 
solid basis is to give the air mail 
lines the needed support. It is not 
a question of charity or philan- 
thropy. 
William P. MacCracken, 


jr., recently placed in charge of ths 
n^w aviation bureau in the depart- 
ment of commerce, declares that 
"air transportation in, the United 
States today is performing a service 
that is worth the cost." He. sug- 
gests this fact be considered and 
holds that the one thing required at 
present is such a use of the new 
facility as will 
make certain its 


continuance and success. 


Mr. MacCracken believes that a 


uniform rate for air mail, such as 
prevails for other types of mail, 
would aid a. wider use of it. Per- 
haps it would. But it seems plain 
that, in any case, there must be .1 
public a\vakening en the subject of 
air mail patronage, as on other 
phases of commercial aviation. The 
larger cities, for example, repeatod- 
ly have been urged to provide ade- 
quate landing fields and terminal 
facilities for planes. 
&'ome nave 
moved to do so. But the number 
so far is limited. There has not 
been the general response to the 
evident need that conditions would 
demand. The situation as a whole 
is providing a test of civic enter- 
prise. Civil aviation no doubt can be 
firmly 
establis"hed. and made to 
pay: but the condition is that all 
parties concerned shall display an 
alertness sufficient to that end.

The fire is thought to have started

vestigating, found- what appeared 
to be a number of papers and prob- 
ably some rubbish in that corner, 
which indicates that spontaneous 
combustion might have been the 
cause.

people demoralized and they would 
not make some of the %vlld state- 
ments they make here. 


When I was a small child I suf- 


fered a good deal with pains in my 
limbs and my parents told me they 
were "growing pains.". Pardon me. 
but Lincoln always reminded me Oi 
a big, over-grown, spoiled child that 
wants everything its own way 2/d 
don't care a cent about the rights of 
others. The welfare and happiness 
of outsiders and visitors has never 


meant much to Lincoln people. They 
have built sort of a Chinese wall of 
coolness and alofness around them- 
selves and If people don't like the 
unpleasant conditions existing in 
the capitol, they can get out ana 
away. This is a very strange and 
unusual situation as most cities bid 
for popularity and 
welcome the

pleasant for him. as no American 
city has ever found it profitable, 
financially- or otherwise, to adop< 
unfriendly attitude. 


I don't wsh to be hardsh and un- 


kml for you are a good town Ln- 
coln, but no better than scores of 
others. Snap out of it and be hu- 
man like the rest of us; we all 
sprang from 
the same 
clay, and 


you'll 
feel better after you shed 


your swaddling clothes and grow up 
like other towns.—Student.
